‘I didn’t think,” is the excuse most often 
given for acting foolishly, recklessly, dangerously, selfishly, Unnecessary 
accidents and needless griefs follow, Thinking clears the way for restful 
action. If we don’t think, we ure reckless and selfish. 

In order to make our feelings and thoughts count, we must do some- 
thing.

We find joy in doing things, but can we expect to accomplish much 
if we are arrogant in our attitude towards others, if we insist upon always

| Sheepmen Totalled $53,000 
Between 500 and 600 sheepmen 
throughout British Columbia receiv- 
ed a Worth-while Christmas present 
a Week before the festive season 
when the final payment was made 
on the 1928 wool clip by the British 
Columbia Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion, This final payment represent- 
ed a total of $53,000.

Wide Fluctuations In 


Grain Pric 


es Are 


Revealed At Inquiry 


Saskatoon.—Wide fluctuations in} 
prices obtained by farmers in the 
same district for grain of identical} 
grades were featured before the 
closing session of the Royal Grain 
Commission at Saskatoon recently. 
In some cases price levels were 
above by several cents the quota- 
tions of that day of sale and in oth-} 
ers equally beiow the cash quota- 
tions of the day. 

Among the farmers _ testifying 
were men of from twenty to thirty 
years’ experience as wheat growers. | 
They submitted the evidence of these 
erratic prices to illustrate for the 
benefit of the commission the uncer- 
tainty and positive hazard of wheat 
growing. 

“We have already learned that the 
line elevator companies do not pay 
the same prices in spite of quotation, 
That is competition,” remarked the 
chairman, 

But in many of the cases submit- 
ted the margin of alfference in pay- 
ments, particularly for street wheat 
at points only seven miles apart, for) 
same grades, were not easily ac- 
counted for. The commission has ex- 
perienced at widely separated points 
in Saskatchewan during the past; 
five weeks much evidence of a sim- 
flar character, It has resulted in the 
view being unofficially expressed 
that the industry is not organized as) 
methodically as it migni be. 

But one of the difficulties con- | 
fronting the commission in these 
ccmplaints is that the complete de- 
tails, accurately stated, are not al-| 

ways available. One witness had, 
threshed and shippec a car of grain 
for which he secured number one 
grade. ‘Two weeks Iater he thresh- 
ed another car of the Identical grain 
and it was graded three. 

But the commission discovered al- 
most by accident that rain and frost 
had occurred in that district between} 
the dates of the first and second} 
shipment. That fact would easily ac-! 
count on a straight trade-basis for 
the different grades obtained from 
the same field of grain. ‘These are 
some of the problems put up to the! 
commission by the grain growers,! 
The repetition of such reports” with- 
out the fact being injected concern- 
ing rain or frost between the cutting 
or threshing provoke much criticism | 
of elevator and mill organizations by | 
farmers, partially because the com- 
plete facts are not known.

Coreen \Roemarkable Increase Is Shown 


Wisdom Of the Chinese 
Doctors Had Wonderful Knowledgo 
Of Drugs Five Thousand Years 
Ago 

Five thousand years ago Chinese 
ehysiclans had a wonderful know- 
ledge of drugs, their reactions and 
uses, Secrets of which the physi- 
cians of the Western world are only 
now lIcarning, according to the find- 
ings of Chinese medical works by 
Michael J. Hagerty, translator of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, 

Hagerty has been working at the 
University of California library, 
making use of the numerous Chinese 
works available, with the assistance 
of Mien Woo, graduate student, 

“Ma Huang,” known to Western 
Scientists as ephedrine sulphate, a 
recently developed preparation for 
the treatment of bronchial asthma, 
hay fevor and rhinitis, has been used 
in China for more than 5,000 years, 
and is first mentioned, Hagerty hn. 
found, in the ancient materia medt- 
ca of Emperor Shen Hung, who 
reigned from 2737 to 2698 B.C. 

The drug is an inexpensive and ef- 
fective substitute for adrenalin § in 
the treatment of catarrhal conges- 
tions, which is its chief value to 
science. Numerous references to 
the drug, which is derived from a 
plant, are found in ancient Chinese 
works as collected by the Imperial 
Chinese Encyclopedia, together with 
“case histories,” prescriptions, cita- 
tions of its—apparently—manifold 
uses, and “testimonials” by physi- 
cians as to results obtained. 

In the course of Hagerty’s trans- 
lations, its use as a cure for colds is 
most commonly cited. 


British Death Duties 


Among Milionaires Was 
Heavy Last Year 

Mortality among British million- 
aires happened to be unduly heavy 
last year, and while regrettable on 
several accounts, the unusually 
heavy toll provides considerable re- 
lief to the exchequer. Death duties in 
1927 produced $150,000,000, whereas 
$300,000,000 was yielded in only the 
last nine months. 

The estate of Sir George Wills, to- 
bacco magnate, was probated at $50,- 
000,000 and yielded to the treasury 
$20,000,000 duty. This with nine 
other large estates paid nearly $50,- 
000,000 in taxation. Some men whose 
holdings of this world’s goods are 
large, have attempted to lessen the 
shock of death duties by creation or 
trusts or by promoting a limited 
company to hold their possessions.

1,899 homestead filings were regis- 
tered in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and British Columbia. For 
the first ten months of 1928, the total 
homesteads filed more than doubles 
that of the preceding year, standing 
at 11,521 to 5,172, representing a 
gain of 123 per cent. 

Commenting on these figures in its 
publication, Natural Resources of 
Canada, the Department remarks 
that this expansion of free home- 
steadg clearly indicates the northern 
trend of development in agriculture 
in Western Canada. Summing up 
the monthly figures by land agencies, 
these show that the frontier is being 
just as steadily pushed back in the 
agricultural regions of the Prairie 
Provinces by the homesteaders as it 
is in othr sections of Canada by the 
mining, pulp and paper and other de- 
velopments. While the figures for the 
agencies of Moose Jaw, Lethbridge, 
and Calgary indicate that home- 
steadithg is not over on the southern 
prairies, and in fact that consider- 
able increases are recorded at these 
points this year, the north is where 
how great the march of progress has 
been made. While this accords with 
the natural expectancy, the figures 
are illuminating in indicating just 
how great th march of progress has 
been this year. At Prince Albert, 
representing the northern half of 
Suskatchewan, 2,855 homesteads 
were filed on in ten months this year, 
compared with 1,501 in the corres- 
ponding period of 1927, a gain of 90 
per cent, At Edmonton, representing 
central Alberta, 2,240 homesteads 
were taken up to October 31, com- 
pared with 1,143 to the same date in 
1927, an increase of 96 per cent. 

But it is in the Peace River coun- 
try of northern Alberta and British 
Columbia that the spotlight shines 
with greatest intensity on the activ- 
ities in taking up the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s free homestead lands. At 
the Grand Prairie and Peace River 
agencies the total number of home- 
steads entered for in the firet ten 
months of the current year wag 4,- 
178, compared with 894 in the corres- 
ponding months of last year, a gain 
of 367 per cent. These figures repre- 
sent the totals for the Peace River 
section of both Alberta and Britisb 
Columbia.

At the meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, attention has been paid to 
that fascinatingly elusive subject, the 
age of the world. Dr, Berkey, of Col- 
umbia University, reported the dis- 
covery of tools used by human beings 
in the Gobi region of Asia indicating 


| @n age of 40,000 to 200,000 years. 


Yossil remains go back to an “ab- 
rupt break” about a million years 
ago. Professor Lane, another delegate 
to the Association’s convention, rea- 
soning from the proportion of salt in 
the sea and from geological] evidence, 
said that those physicists who esti 
mate the age of the world at 900,- 
000,000 years are nearer the truth 
than those who set its age at 500, 
000,000 years. According to these 
estimates, taken together, a dead and 
waiting world, a world without ani- 
mal life, existed a thousand years 
for every single year since the de- 
velopment upon it of the lowest 
forms of animal life. 

And far in back of both estimates 
goes the age of the world as matter 
merely, without regard to form. If 
matter is indestructible, though pro- 
tean in form change, then the actual 
matter of which the earth is made 
must have been in existence an infin- 


lity of time to match the infinity of 


space that surrounds it. And the 
future existence of our earth matter 
in some form, in some phase of ac- 
tivity, some orbit of motion, must 
be as incalculable. Is it any wonder 
that great scientists are men of hum- 
ble mind in the presence of the mucn 
they cannot know? Intensive study 
of astronomy upon a basis of chem-

$329,000,000 represents the value of 
manufactured goods produced in the 
Prairie Provinces during 1928, 

Yet this is the information offered 
by J. W. Ackland, chairman of the 
Prairie Division of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association in a mes- 
Sage to the people of Western Canada. 
Manufacturing, it is set forth, now 
provides employment for more peo- 
ple in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, than efther transportation 
or construction and shows an_ in- 
crease in persons employed of over 
83% per cent. since 1925, These fig- 
ures suggest that the prairies are 
becoming industrialized at a rate 
which is not realized by the average 
citizen. The advantages which ac- 
crue to the whole community from 
this development, the chairman of | 
the prairie division of .C.M.A. points 
out, will be readily appreicated, and 
they are enumerated as_ follows: 
more diversified and steadier em- 
ployment, a growing home market 
for agricultural products, and a bet- 
ter balanced economic - structure. 
“The year just closed,” says Mr. Ack- 
land, ‘has been one of achievement 
and progress.

Anti-Pneumonia Serum 


Experiments Being Carried Out In 
Toronto May Prove Of Valuo 


Experiments are being carried out 
in Toronto at the school of hygiene 
and the Connaught laboratory to de- 
termine the value of a new anti- 
pneumonia serum. For several 
months Prof. J. T. Fitzgerald, a di- 
rector of the school, has been work- 
ing with Dr. W. H. Parks, of the 
New York health department, on the 
serum, 

Many horses have been inoculated 
but the experiment is a lengthy one 
and it will be several months yet 
before the result is known. 

The anti-body serum, on which they 
are working, is known to be effect- 
ive only in type No. 1, and type No. 
2of the disease, Prof. Fitzgerald 
stated. Types three and four do not 
seem to be affected by it. 

“When we make the serum, after 
thorough testing, it will be available 
for any practitioner who cares to use 
it, after he hag determined what typs 
of pneumonia his patient is suffering 
from,” Prof. Fitzgerald stated. 


May Aid Surgery

ed that they will kill small animals 
upon contact, and will destroy bac- 
teria cultures. This has led to the 
hypothesis that they may be put to 
surgical purposes.
